Warrant for Annual Town Meeting 


To ALPHEUS NASON, Constable of the Town of Canaan, County 
of Somerset Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Canaan, qualified 
by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at the town hall in said 
town for the seventh day of March, A. D. 1932 at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. T elect a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Art. 2. To attend to the reports of the several town officers 
and take such action thereon as may be desired. 


Art. 3. To elect a town clerk, selectmen, assessors and over- 
seers of the poor, and all other town officers required by law to 
be chosen at said meeting. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to elect a road commis- 
sioner, and to elect said commisisoner if the town so votes. 


Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for current expenses for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the support of poor for the ensuing year. . 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the support of schools for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the repair of schoolhouses for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will vote and raise 
for the purchase of school books for the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the purchase of school supplies for the ensuing year. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for high school tuition. 


Art. 12. To see what action the town will take to insure any 
or all school buildings and raise money for the same. 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” on the 
question of appropriating and raising money necessary to enti- 
tle the town to state aid as provided in section 19 chapter 25 of 
the Revised Statutes of 1916. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will appropriate and raise the 
sum of $533.00 for the improvement of the section of state aid 
road as outlined in the report of the State Highway Commission 
in addition to the amount regularly raised for the care of ways, 
highways and bridges, the amount being the maximum which the 
town is allowed to raise under the provision of section 18, chap- 
ter 130, of the Public Laws of 1916.

To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$150.00 or more for the purpose of controlling the White Pine 
Blister Rust disease now found firmly established within the 
pine areas in said town. The State to match the town appro- 
priation with fifty percént of the sum raised.

Auditor’s Report

I have this day examined the books of the treasurer and muni- 
cipal officers of the Town of Canaan and find them correct. 


EDISON I. HUNT, Auditor 
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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Canaan: 


While the work of supervision this year has been confined 
largely to the ordinary working of the school, some time has 
been devoted to a study of ways and means of improving the 
schools with the opportunities that we have without expecting 
increased costs. 

It is probably seldom that so many new teachers come into 
our school system in any one year as did this year. Ordinarily 
we should expect a falling off in the results of the year’s work, 
as it is absolutely certain that the children have found it diffi- 
cult to make adjustments in many instances, and consequently 
they are more apt to remain at a plateau of learning for longer 
pericds. 

However, we have anticipated these things and by teachers’ 
meetings and timely suggestions, and‘ in many instances where 
it seemed advisable, by means of standardized tests, we have 
made the way as. smooth as possible for the individual pupils. 

The teachers have been willing and conscientious: in their 
work and in most instances efficient in their control cf external 
factors which we say result in econamic efficiency—such as 
careful dispensing of supplies, proper use of material, and 
proper discipline so that each individual may work with maxi- 
mum results. 


Health work has been carried on in the schools in coopera- 
tion with the State Department of Health, the Maine Public 
Health Association and the local health authorities. Even 
though the results have sometimes seemed less encouraging 
than some other activities, it is probably true that the influ- 
ence of these endeavors will be felt among larger numbers than 
have already manifested much apparent interest or participation. 
This is a phase of public school work that should merit the 
hearty cooperation of all. With a healthy body, dispossessed of 
every disturbing ailment to which the child may be heir to, he 
is in a position to make use of every ounce of his physical and — 
mental forces for his own end—that of building himself into a 
socially and morally worthy citizen of his community. 

Aside from the more or less fixed expenditures in our school 
department we have kept the disbursements down to a mini- 
mum. Being mindful of the heavy burdens placed upon the 
taxpayers we have tried to economize in every way possible in 
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textbooks, supplies and repairs, and are glad to present our 
accounts with sizable balances in these departments. 

Even though the prospective number of pupils to attend high 
school next year, is considerably more than this ‘year, our bud- 
get estimate is reduced considerably from last year. To be 
exact our estimates call for just 10 percent less than our total 
appropriation. This. is in line with the expressed desire of ma- 
jority of towns and the townspeople throughout the state. A 
more drastic reduction might work havoc with our schools and 
as more than a 10 percent cut seems to be frowned upon among 
the people who are interested in the schools, it would not be 
consistent with the expressed needs of the schools to recom- 
mend less than this amount. 

There is one matter which it is my duty to call to your atten- 
tion much as I regret the need of it in these difficult days of 
depression. As you know there is no added exit frcm the top 
floor of the grammar school building and with three stoves in 
the building there is great risk. Should the stairway be cut 
off by fire in this building, which is not of fireproof COENEN | 
it would be frightful to picture the consequences. 


A survey of the situation has already been made and it is 
estimated that a fire escape can be erected at. a cost of $198 if 
the erection is done by the company furnishing the fire escape 
or this same escape can be delivered on the cars at Pittsfield 
for $120 and the work done locally. 


It seems advisable to do something about this and I recom- 
mend that the latter plan be adopted and the sum of $150 be 
appropriaed for this purpose. 

In conslusion I wish to acknowledge the cooperation of the 
superintending schodl committee, and the townspeople and urge 
your continuing trust and faith in the schools.

Auditor’s Report

I have this day examined the books of the municipal officers 
of the Town of Canaan and find them correct. 


EDISON I. HUNT, Auditor 
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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Canaan: 


During the past year we have made steady progress in our 
school system. Teaching’ has been more efficient. Pupils have 
responded to this better teaching born of experience and im- 
proved methods, and better understanding and appreciation of 
the values in education, and we find that they are going along 
more rapidly than last year. 


Our testing program this year has. shown us that our pupils 
are making normal progress and, in some cases, show us that 
they are capable of moving faster than we are prepared to en- 
courage. If we start to build a small reading library to enrich 
and develop the minds of those who find time for leisure during 
school hours, we shall be rewarded with increased interest on 
the part of the children and their appreciation of good litera- 
ture. Access to good reading books is one of the greatest aids I 
know of in the establishing of desirable habits during leisure 
moments. 


Good health is always one of the first requisites. for efficient 
school work. With this in mind we have continued our school 
health work in conjunction with the Maine Public Health Associ- 
ation, and the results have been very gratifying. Many of the 
rooms, within a short time, will receive the awards for ninety 
per cent efficiency. 


Elsewhere in this report will be found the report of the public 
health nurse. As you will note from her report, she did not ap- 
pear in our schools this year for any work but it seems that she 
has been active within the town. 


As. we fix our attention upon the school budget for next year, 
it seems necessary to explain many things. First, as you will 
note, the amount asked for common schools is $3,964.00, which 
involves a fifteen per cent reduction in, the matter of salaries. 
Due to the assured reduction of our state school fund by at 
least twenty per cent as well as the apparent loss of our equal- 
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ization fund, the amount necessary for the town to raise is. very 
near that of last year. Secondly, our charge for high school tu- 
ition will be considerably greater than this year, and I feel that 
my estimate is modest when I state that we should raise at least 
$1,700. Lastly, our textbook and supply balances are gradually 
diminishing, and though we have reduced these items by about 
one-half, we must now ask for enough to take care of replace- 
ments. Our balance in the repair account should be adequate 
for our incidental needs. 


Under our present contracts teachers have been cut about 
five per cent, and our conveyance by about ten per cent, or in 
other words, we may say that over the two year period our total 
reduction will amount to abount eighteen-twenty per cent. One 
thing not generally observed in the matter of reductions and 
appropriatioins is, the fact that any reduction in the amount of 
appropriation must be considered only from the beginning of 
the school year in September to February of the next year, or 
on only sixty per cent of the total amount available. 


The school rate for the town was reduced during the last 
year from .01697 to .01449. 


It has been a pleasure for me to work in your town during 
the past year, and I have enjoyed the cordial relations which 
have existed between myself and the superintending school com- 
mittee and the citizens with whom I have come in contact. I, 
also, wish to extend my appreciation to the town officials for 
their friendly cooperation in closing our accounts and in our 
other school affairs.
